A possible quick end to the trash 
haulers’ strike, well into its second 
week, was indicated here this week 
with more votes scheduled Tuesday 
for the striking workers on whether 
to go back to work. 

“The men have had a different 
change of heart,’’ Gene Raasch, Los 
Angeles, president of Teamsters 
Union Local 396, reported Tuesday. 
‘This time they want to go back to 
work,”’ 

Raasch said that the men had 
recently voted down the offer from 
the various disposal companies, he 
expects them now to accept. 

Company spokesmen, including 
Raul Rangel, vice president of 
Jaycox Disposal Service, Anaheim, 
which is contracted to collect 
Placentia refuse, stated last week 
that the companies offer of an 
increase to $3.75 an hour for drivers 
was their final one. 

However, indications are now that 
the counter offer from the union of a 
$4 an hour wage for drivers, is the 
one being discussed. Company 
officials were not immediately 
available for comment.

The workers receive time and a

Jaycox Disposal Service, service- 
ing Placentia, said that calls there 
had decreased, but those who call in 
are told to leave their trash by the 
curb ‘‘and it will be picked up 
eventually. But we don’t give any 
specific time.’’ 

The Anaheim based firm had 
experienced the most costly act of 
the violence which has dotted the 
week and a half old strike, when two 
of its disposal trucks were found 


burning on the company lot. One 
truck was reported to have suffered 
$6,000 in damages with fire damage 
to the other minimal. 

On some occasions, outside help 
hired to run the trucks for the 
companies, while permanent em- 
ployees were striking, had met with 
rough-house tactics and two men 
had been pulled from the truck cabs 
in which they were working.

‘‘Many Gls at our base feel 
imposed upon. 

“You really need to live in 
Southeast Asia to really understand. 
You can’t get it from the TV, news, 
et cetera in the United States,’’ she 
concludes. 

Mrs. Johnson said that her 
daughter and son-in-law, who have 
five young children, were originally 
assigned to go to Cambodia, but as 
no families were allowed there her 
son-in-law was placed instead on the 
Philippine list. 

The couple’s five children are four 
boys and a girl from 10 years of age 
to 3-year-old twins, Mrs. Johnson 
said. 

The Daltons will be in the 
Philippines for another year.

Big government breeds bigger government--especially in times of crisis. 
That has become a truism. And, the best recent example of this is the 
so-called energy crisis with which the United States has been beset for the 
last two years. 

Efforts to cope with the ‘‘crisis’’ have bred new agencies at both the state 
and federal levels. Unfortunately, new agencies mean more than just adding 
bureaucrats and additional budgets to the cost of government. They also 
mean new rules, regulations and controls, all part of the self-justification 
process for continuation of the agencies. 

Sadly, long experience shows that these seldom meet expectations and 
the good they do is not often worth the cost, either in dollars or in loss of 
freedom 

A few months ago the influential and wealthy Ford Foundation issued the 
results of a three-year, $4 million study called ‘‘A Time To Choose 
America’s Energy Future’’. It was hailed by various experts, government 
officials and members of Congress for pointing the way toward a logical, 
long-range energy policy for the United States. 

But does it really? 

A closer look and a careful analysis produced by a small, new foundation, 
the Institute for Contemporary Studies, in San Francisco, takes sharp issue 
with the Ford study. 

Trenchantly titled ‘‘No Time To Confuse,’’ the analysis is the work of 10 
highly respected economists and political scientists. What it concludes is 
that the Ford study merely offers us more of the same kind of ‘‘solutions’’ 
that big government advocates have been handing us all along: controls 
over production, distribution and prices; mandatory guidelines; and 
proposals that aim, not at finding and developing enough energy sources to 
allow America to be independent and to continue to grow and expand, but 
rather at limiting energy consumption and controlling how each one of us 
uses it. 

In fact, ‘‘No Time To Confuse’’ finds that the authors of *‘A Time To 
Choose”’ are more interested in presenting their own views of how they think 
the world should be than they are in developing an energy policy that will 
function well within the framework of our free enterprise system. Prof. M. 
Bruce Johnson, in his segment of ‘‘No Time To Confuse’’, charges bluntly 
that the Ford study is no more than a ‘‘vehicle for the authors’ views on 
income redistribution and environmental action’’. 

But even worse, in the view of Prof. William H. Riker, is the kind of 
ideology that motivates the authors of the Ford study. 

“*This kind of ideology is used to justify the existence of a planned society 
which works (if it works at all) only in the context of a police state. Much of 
the ordinary workaday life would have to be made illegal to force society to 
make fuei conservation the highest priority. We could make ‘‘energy 
conservation a matter of the highest national priority’’ as the report urges 
Congress to do, but the kind of life for which we conserved it would not be 
very attractive.’’ : 

Like his fellow authors of ‘‘No Time To Confuse’’, Riker is a master of 
understatement. What the authors of the Ford study seem to be looking 
toward is a society where everything that isn’t prohibited is compulsory. 

Isn’t it time that Americans began to demand that their government 
leaders seek solutions that liberate us rather than control us?Apparently, 
the Ford Foundation ‘‘experts’’ don’t think so.

Savings,LoanExecutiveComments onVariable Rates 


Labor unions have won 
support from an unexpected 
quarter in their fight to head 
off mortgage interest rates 
that would vary with 
changes in the money 
market, according to a 
recent report. 

Breaking sharply with 
other leaders in the savings 
and loan industry, Edward 
L. Johnson, chairman and 
president of the huge Los 
Angeles based Financial 
Federation, says variable 
rate mortgages would make 
less money available for 
housing. 

Johnson testified before a 
House banking subcommit- 
tee in April, that is holding 
hearings on legislation to 
prohibit the Federal Home 
Loan Bank board from 
allowing federally charter- 
ed savings and _ loan 
institutions to issue the 
variable rate mortgages. 

Johnson, noting that 
California already allows 
state chartered institutions 
to issue such mortgages, 
said he did not want to deny 
the privilege to federal 
savings and loan associa- 
tions. 

But Johnson, whose 
company controls 11 asso- 
ciations with 40 offices in 
California, said the change 
would put the savings and 
loan industry into a 
“savings rate war’’ with 
commercial banks because 
a ceiling on interest paid to 
savers would have to be 
lifted. 

The result, he said, would 
be that higher interest rates

However, he added that he 
did not think variable rate 
mortgages would be ‘‘very 
popular’’ for some time. 
George Miller, executive 
vice president of the 
Communications Workers 
of America, said that the 
variable rates would hit 
workers especially hard at a 
time when they already are 
being hurt by inflation. 
Noting that the FHLBB 
had dropped a_ similar 
proposal in 1972, Miller 
said a family that bought a 


home in that year would 
have found the interest rate 
rising from seven per cent 
to nine per cent by 1974 if 
the plan had been in effect. 
Ona $30,000 home, he said, 
a monthly mortgage pay- 
ment that was $197.50 in 
1972 would have soared to 
$237.83 two years later. 
John J. Sheehan, a 
lobbyist for the United 
Steelworkers, said real 
estate salesmen would 
assure prospective buyers 
that interest rates probably 


would go down. 

“The less sophisticated 
buyers will be victimized,”’ 
he said, ‘* and left with 
burdens thay might not

How does one man start a 
brand new Little League? 
With a lot of determination 
and devotion. 

In Placentia’s case, the 
man was Steve March, 
motivated by the continuing 
Little League career of a 
son...who found once in his 
new Placentia home, that he 
had no place to play. 

Placentia was a Little 
League no man’s land, 
caught between the legal 
boundaries of Yorba Linda, 
who claimed a part of it and 
Fullerton, who stayed out of 
it. 

After discussion with 
wife Gerry, Steve March 
accepted the responsibility 

,of starting the mammoth 
task that was to bring Little 
League, for the first time, to 
Placentia. 

“You couldn’t pay any- 
body enough to do some- 
thing like this,’’ March 
recalls now. 

Through March’s efforts 
and the people he attracted 
to his cause, Little League 
was a success from the very 
beginning. 

It all began with a letter to 
Williamsport, Little League 
headquarters. How do you 
Start a Little League? 

A lot of literature came 
back. Telephone calls went 
to Jack Woodie, then 
district administrator for 
Little League and to Dick 
Samp, head of parks and 
recreation for the city. That 
was March of. 1968. No 
Little League in Placentia 


that year, but March’s 
successful crusade had 
begun. 


That year March’s son 
Dan played with East 
Fullerton and March ran 
into fellow Hughes worker 
Roger Wilkins, who was 
president of Little League in 
that area but moving into 
Placentia. 

Wilkins eventually be- 
came Placentia Little 
League’s first president and 
March the vice president. 
But that was only after a few

Little League franchise, yoii, 
must have boundaries. 
“‘We: had our first 
boundary meeting with 
Yorba Linda,’’ March re- 
calls. (Yorba Linda at that 
time was including every- 
body in their Little League 
up to Valencia Avenue, well 
into Placentia). ‘Nothing 
was accomplished,’’ March 
remembers. ‘‘Everybody 
went home mad.”’

found people interested in 
his cause by flyers distribu- 
ted in schools, printed by 
the city of Placentia. ‘‘I got 
managers this way and got 
board members.”’ 

By 1969 Placentia kids 
were playing in their own 
Little League...462 of them 


on 32 teams. A _ clinic 
program was begun...a 
Placentia invention for 8 


year olds that has since 
been adopted by Williams- 
port. 

March remembers the 
clinic effort well. A second 
son, Jimmy played in it and 
he says it is perhaps his 
favorite program. 

Little League was not 
only launched in Placentia, 
but was a huge success. 
‘“‘We were the second 
biggest league in the 
district our first year,’’ 
March remembers’ with 
pride. 

Size however, can be a 
disadvantage .in Little 
League, March believes, 
but does not think that 
Placentia is geographically 
suited to splitting into two 
leagues. 

‘‘When it gets so big, you 
kind of lose touch with the 
kids...you lose all of .the 
friendliness. It’s now so big 
and spread out.”’ 

March recalls that his 
phone was so busy during 
the Little League season 
that ‘‘if a board member 
wanted to talk to me they 
would call after 11 p.m. 
because you couldn’t break 


in before that.’’ 

In appreciation of Dick 
Samp’s efforts that first 
year, March recalls, ‘‘It’s 
unbelievable how much 
help he was. He also helped 
on his own time. We had so 
many emergencies, you 
wouldn’t believe. Dick 
would be there at 5 or 6 in 
the morning right with us. 
He was busy with calls, too. 
Mine!”’ 

An _ established Little 
League has credit. But a 
new one has none. March, 
Samp and a third man, Carl 
McManis took it upon 
themselves to order the 
$6,000 in equipment need- 
ed to start a new Little 
League. 

The first year of Placentia 
Little League began in 1969 
with all the trimmings. 
Equipment pickup, opening 
day parade (around Brad- 
ford Stadium field), team 
pictures, the pancake 
breakfast and the annual 
dance. 

*‘One tremendous person 
was Marge Santos. She 
probably knew more about 
Little League than most of 


us men. A __ fabulous 
organizer.”’ 

On April 7, 1969 the 
league’s first newsletter 


was published with Nancy 
Bennett as editor. 

‘The whole league had a 
picnic,’’ March recalls, 
‘‘and everybody who was 
actively involved in Little 
League was a_ board 
member.”’ 


‘The first catering truck 
came from West Fuller- 
ton,’’ March relates. '‘‘That 
truck got as far as Helen 
Bradshaw's house and 
that’s as far as it ever went. 
After that it needed care. 
Helen got the truck for us.”’ 

A Women’s Auxiliary 
was formed with Marjorie 
Santos as president. ‘‘Louis 
Gomez got a lot of our 
sponsors,’’ March recalls. 
“Herb Abraham did our 
logo for us."’ 

“The funny 
baseball was 
sport!”’ 

March feels now that the 
city of Placentia is being 
remiss in not supplying 
major Little League fields 
with proper lighting. 

‘The city always has the 
money to spend foolishly, 
like putting up a forest in 
the middle of the street,’ 
March says referring to the 
city’s new median strips. 
‘Absolutely stupid! But 
they never have money _ for 
facilities that are going to do 
somebody some good.”’ 

‘‘And if there is anything 
we need in this whole city, 
and it’s ashame because we 
have enough people here to 
have the facilities, that’s 
lights for a major field... 
either in conjunction with 
the school or someone else. 
Yorba Linda did it for about 
$20,000 at that time.’’ 

March also started Pla- 
centia Little League with a 
two-inning rule, which 
allows every boy to play at 
least two innings of every 
game. 

“It's for the boys,’ 
March explains. How can 
you possibly have a kid 
sitting there. How can he go 
to a game and just sit. If 
everybody does it, then it’s 
equal. You’re playing on 
equal terms.’’ He believes 
the rule also should be 
instituted in All Star play. 

If March were to change 
anything about Placentia 
Little League it would 
probably be that every boy 
should have a_ different 
manager every year. ‘‘That 
way every boy will have a 
chance to have one good 
manager, one good baseball 
man and be on one winning 
team in his years of Little 
League,’’ he explains.
